STRING OF 
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Artillery Fire of U. S.-Forces 


Responsible For Brilliant Success 


of American Volunteers. 


[BT A8EOCIATXD THESS.] 


With the British Army in, France. 


July 8.—In the German attack agrainst 
the neAv position gained by the Aus- 
tralians and Americans around Ham- 
el, two Americans and five Australi- 
ans were captured 
by the enemy. 


Volunteers Avere called for 
and 
a,n 
Americaji parly brought back the cap- 
tured men and a GermaJi officer, while 
twelve Australians brousht the num- 
ber of German prisoners to fifty. 
The story of this incident, as told 
by an American officer AA'ho took part 
in the fighting-, is as follows: 
TelJs of Ffghtinir. 
"The Boches did not bother us un- 
til Thursday night, when they made 
their counter-attack, which Avas re- 
pulsed. They did succeed in the first 
rush. howeA-er, in getting: hold of tAvo 
Americans and five Australians, Avhom 
they carried back. 
We immediately 
called for A-olunteers to go out after 
these captured lads and all our air- 
men at once began yelling for tho 
chance. Corporal Rayomnd Powell was 
the first up and he was jriven a squad 
of men for the work. 
Heavy HarraftC-. 
"The gruns had put down a heaA-y 
barrage but the corporal led his chaps 
straight through this fierce fire and 
charged hot-foot after the retreating 
enemy. 
The Germans retired to 
a 
stvong point, but the corporal with 
the other Yankees went In after them. 
"Our two boys Avere re-taken along 


Avith the five Australians, and the cor- 
poral and his party also captured a 
Boche 
officer. 
In 
the 
meantime 
tweK-e Ai/stralians had circled around 
and joined the American party with 
the result that fifty German prisoners 
were 
brought back. 
That night a 
Boche sniper caused a lot of trouble 
for us from a nest-in the front line 
and one of my men went out across 
Xo Man's Land alone after him. The 
Yankee got him and left him dead on 
the field." 
Recounting a story he ha^d heard 
of the grit of an American corporal 
the officer continued: 
Work of Corporal. 
"An Australian officer was telling 
me about one of oxir corporals who 
iHd what wa-i considered a tine piece 
of work. 
This lad had charge of a 
machine «run squad. Early in 
the 
push all his comrades were knocked 
by shell fire and he was left alone 
with 'the (run. 
"He knew the sun was needed so 
he started f,orwa.rd with it himself. 
It A<ras no Uerht job..but he kent se.t- 
ting it up and working1 it until lie got 
through for the final objective, where 
he marie his 
"final stand. 
>Te was 
pumping away at-the Bc-ehes and the 
Australian officer was Avatching him 
with interest for he knew he AVOS a 
green man and admired the Avay he 
was carrying on. 
Suddenly the cor- 
poral raised himself up 
and then 
dropped to his knees again with his 
head hangintr.

I want to say here those Aus- 
tralians are magnificent fighters. We 
lave been learning the

The report states that the aggregate profits of four 
large packers were $140,000,000 for the three war years. 
This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average 
annual profit for the three years before the war, making 
it appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater 
than the pre-war profit. 


This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit 
—a manifestly unfair method of comparison . It is not 
only misleading, but the Federal Trade Commission ap- 
parently has made a mistake in the figures themselves. 


The aggregate three-year profit of $140,000,000 was 
earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. It 
means about three cents on each dollar of. sales—or a 
mere fraction of a cent per pound of product. 


Packers' profits are a negligible factor in prices of live 
stock and meats. No other large business is conducted' 
upon such small margins of profit.

Furthermore-^and this is very important—only a small 
portion of'this profit has been paid in dividends. .The 
balance has been put back into the businesses. It had to 
be, as'you realize when you consider the problems the 
packers have had to solve—and solve quickly—during 
these war years.

To conduct this business in war times, with higher costs 
and the necessity of paying two or three times the for- 
mer prices for live stock, has required the use of two or 


three times the ordinary amount of working capital. The 
additional profit makes only a fair return on this, and as 
has been stated, the larger portion of the profits earned 
has been used to finance huge stocks of goods and to pro- 
vide additions and improvements made necessary by the 
enormous demands of our army and navy and the Allies.
